a few ; the other Party juſtifies Ations from 
their Cavſes, and excuſes things by Circum- 
ftances; and great Diſputes about ſuch 
things haye happen'd in the Vſorld ; where-

in we always find the weakeſt in Power, 
have the worſt in the Argument ; in great 
Rabbles, th: Language is Tranſlated, and 
we Cc. them juſt Wars ;. Viftorious Tu- 
mulc gcis the Saattion of Succeſs, and he is 
the lacred Priace that gets the Stamp of his 
Authrit; p; ced by the length of his Sword. 

But to come to leifer Macters 4 ic is one 
of the oddeſt of things in the World, 
to find ſome ſort of Men :4!;; Diametrically 
oppoſite out of the fame Moth, as it contra» 
ries efpous'd in ſuch a manneryhy the Yane 
Perſons or Parties, INuftrated +5: arother. 


To Day we have the Rabble<v 1 thrown

We are nowro firuiſh a iruntul Inftance 
in the World, whercin it will apprar, re 
Rivts and Tumulrts, the Riblins of Ni- 
nitters, ard Inſulting Governments, docs got 
all lye at the Dyor »t ihe Whigs aud 7 e- 
byterians, and as this is but ti:= beginning 
of Diicoveries, ad that ſume yet more hid- 
den Works of Darkacſs are coming to Light, 
which perhaps may more than (urpriz= the 
W:Jd— 't requires this Caſe to be parti- 
cuiarly ftited, and very well atteſted.
